The legislative committee appointed 
is composed of- Ft N. Chapman and 
George F. Cook of Miami, W. H. 
Reynolds and:John H. Caldwell of 
Labelle. They will go to Tallahassee 
‘next Saturday. Later in the session 
this committee will be augmented by 
a motorcade with representatives from 
every town in the drainage district.

GET 2 BUILDINGS 


Plans At Hand For Lab- 
oratory and Dwell- 
ing House 


LAKE FRONT SITE 


Makes Certain Plant Is 
To Be Retained On 
East Beach ye 


An appropriation made by congress 
now being available, a. laboratory 
ing 40x40 feet and six-room 
ling house will be built at Canal 
Point as part of the plant of the cane 
testing station that is maintained here 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Dr. W. E. Brandes, chief pathologist 
of the office of sugar plant investiga- 
tion, brought plans and specifications 
of the buildings to Canal Point this 
week. Later he went to West Palm 
Beach and Lake Worth to close a deal 
with F. E. Bryant and E. F.' Anderson 
of the sugar company for the land on 
the "ridge" on which the buildings will 
be located. 

This insures the maintenance of the 
cane testing station on Lake Okeecho- 
bee, with the liklihpod that subsequent 
appropriations by congress, will provide 
for its enlargement. 7 
Both buildings will be .comstructed 
of hollow tile, stuccoed. Contractors 
who will undertake the work are being 
sought. 


Report on Shipments 
of Beans and Tomatoes 


A full car load of tomatoes was ship- 
ped from Sand Cut station of the Flor- 
ida East Coast railroad Wednesday 
and two cars were loading with the 
prospect that the shipments of toma- 
toes for the week would amount to five 
cars. The first car from the Ever- 
glades was packed by the South Bay 
Growers Association at Clewiston last 
week and sold there, The next car 
was packed and sold by W. E. Lee & 
Company's “red top" packing house. 
T. Lane Moore bought and shipped a 
car load of tomatoes that was packed 
at J. C. Stapler's house at ‘Pahokee. By 
express 896 crates of tomatoes have 
gone from Sand Cut. 

Bean shipments from Sand Cut for 
the season totaled 45,714 under ice and 
17,396 express up to Wednesday night.

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| ELLIOT SHOULD RESIGN 


| This article relates to the manner in 
j! which F. C. Elliot, of Tallahassee, 
chief engineer of Everglades Drainage 
District, handles water control. It also 
relates to the manner in which he seeks 
10 justify himself. The record made in 
this article shows how confusion is 
created and that the confusion is cre- 
ated by the engineer of ‘the district. 
The South Florida Developer, pub- 
lished at Stuart, in recent issues has 
1 commented on the administration of 
I Everglades Drainage District. It has 
asked several questions about affairs of 
the, district. Chief Engineer Elliot did 
not undertake to answer the questions 
as a whole or to give information that 
is much wanted in this region, but he 
picked out one phase of the matter and 
wrote a letter to the editor of the 
Developer on that one phase, ignoring 
all other matters. This is what we 
shall discuss. 
The Developer had asked, in effect,

OPINION GETTING FIXED 


From the third successive 
meeting of the Everglades Reclamation 
Association held at Okechobee Satur- 
day of last week came resolutions of 
a tenor different from the resolution 
tentatively drafted after the first meet- 
ing there in February. The final reso- 
lutions w,hich are printed in another 
column, show a progressive change in 
conception of the situation of the Ev- 
erglades and the manner. in which 
drainage matters should be handled. 
The first recommendations were that 
the chief engineer of the district be re- 
quired to maintain his office in the 
district and that an “anciliary board” 
be appointed by the governor to advise 
with the commissioners of the district. 
In its final action the Association 
abandons the idea of an advisory 
board, which its deliberations must 
have shown to be an impracticable plan, 
and calls for a wholly new board, con- 
stituted of land owners resident in the 
district. Practical demand for the 
resignation of Chief Engineer Elliot is 
made in the recommendation that Gen- 
‘eral Goethals be appointed. + 

Tt is significant that nothing in the 
policies or administration of the district 
in the past ninety days has mitigated 
the general attitude of the delegates to 
the Association mectings toward the 
commissioners or the chief engineer. *
